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Attached for clearance is a proposed* telegram to 
Ambassador Watson in Paris giving negotiating instruc- 
tions for the next steps in developing exchanges with 
the PRC, We see this as only the first in a continuing 
series that will go into increasing detail and will 
attempt to increase the number of exchanges and guide 
them into areas of interest to us, but without forcing 
the pace. The philosophy of this approach is as 
spelled out in the response to NSSM 148. 

We shall seek to use the Paris channel, among 
other things, to establish with the Chinese that 
Government-discussed and "Government -approved" 
exchanges can be particularly good ones from their 
point of view, in that they provide access to the 
American establishment, to the best in science and 
other fields, and in that they offer assurances that 
the U.S. arrangements will be competently handled, 
and free of embarrassment to the greatest extent 
possible. 

We plan to tell the Chinese on a case by case 
basis who the American sponsor of "Government- approved" 
exchanges will be. Often, but not inevitably, we 
shall call on the National Committee for U.S. -China 
Relations to play the role of umbrella organization 
advising and protecting other professional groups 
from pressures. 

The PRC will presumably continue to use other 
American organizations for their "private track" 




exchanges. We shall seek to influence these groups, 
in whatever ways we can, to avoid excessively one- 
sided actions, as stated in the NSSM response. 

To demonstrate the advantages of the w Government- 
approved M track through Paris, however, we shall try 
to put as much substance as possible into the negotia- 
tions . To this end/ we plan to follow an ad hoc 
pattern of conveying interesting opportunities as we 
find and verify them. 

In the attached telegram, we begin with a follow- 
up to a specific exchange program (translation 
materials) to which the Chinese have already agreed 

we suggest a means of carrying out th e agre^ent 
We then attempt to follow up on the fac * ^^J** * RC 
has already issued an invitation to Dr. Wang of the 
Library of Congress by suggesting areturn visit from 
the Chinese side.

Finally, we try the tactic of USG 
promotion of certain types of private exchange to see 
what the Chinese response will be. es ^' 
we select medical fields in which we know the Chinese 
Ire interested and/or will have a chance to show off 
independently developed techniques.
